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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument that there 
is no suggestion to combine the references, the Examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 
F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the cited 
prior art, Lim (US 6,360,256) is relied upon for its teaching of delivering content across different zones within a network involving the 
receiving a request, determining network conditions and distributing the request to one of the zones, selecting a server with the selected 
zone based on load-balancing and resolving an IP address of the selected server (col.1 line 25-col.2 line 26, col. 3 line 5-col.4 line 67, 
col. 4 lines 39-67, col. 5 lines 21-66, col. 7 lines 17-40, col. 8 lines 43-51). Lim fails to teach the limitation of determining whether to 
delegate the resources to a content delivery network; however cited prior art, Swildens et al (US 2005/0228856) is used in combination 
with Lim to achieve this feature. Swildens et al integrates load-balancing and a content delivery network with distributed computing 
servers. Swildens et al teach determining whether to deploy data to content delivery servers based on the demand for the content 
(paragraphs 0006, 0055-0065, 0084) and automatically adjusting the distributed computing servers and web cache servers based on the 
demand for the type of servers (paragraphs 0017 and 0097-0102). The test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary 
reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly 
suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to 
those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
Applicant's arguments are therefore non-persuasive and the rejections under Lim and Swildens et al are maintained. 
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
